NaMivIlIe, Oct. 7. — A* predicted, 
Bob Taylor was nominated for gov. 
emor at the Patteraon Democratic 
state convention, which defeated • 
minority report favoring the en- 
forcement of prohibitJon laws, and 
dectecud it not a proper subject for 
party act km. 

J. W. Thomas was nominated for 
railroad commlaaloner. 

The platform dodged f.h« prohibi- 
ion issue thus; 

"Tbe Democratic party has at all 
llmi’s been the conxdetent friend of 
temperance reform In Ttenneasee and 
other soutbem states. All progreo- 
sive legislation on the subject has 
been enacted by the Democratte par* 
ty, but It la an economic and moral 
question. 

"It cannot rightfully, and should 
not, as a matter of fact, be mad<e the 
football of political expe<Uency or 
allowed to become a party quextlon. 
There la no place In theory, as there 
is none In practlos, for a division 
along party lines on thla questkm. 
Men In all parties differ widely aa to 
■ be meant to be adopted and the 
course to be pursued in advancing 
thla cause. It Is a question wfalrh 
must and should be settled by tbe 
members of tbe legislature and by 
the voters of Tennessee In their se- 
lection and etectlon. 

W« therefore declare ‘that the tem- 
perance questloii shxMtId not ta aa 
issue In a gubernatorial cantpolgn. 
Tbe great controlling issue In the 
campaign Is whether Tennessee shall 
be turned over to a bos»-mted Rejxub 
llcan machine, in a bargain by which 
the public offices of this state are 
sought to be treated as merchandise 
and party bosses. The repudiation 
of this humiliating attempt <to barter 
away the honor of the state Is the 
Arst duty of every patriotic Tenner 
tean. \ 

"We favor and denuud the enforce 
tneiK of all laws that now are or may 
hereafter be placed upon the statute 
books of Tennessee on all questluus’' 
Tlie Minority Report. 

Tbe minority plank, which was re- 
jected. said: 

"Therefore, aa the only meant for 
Anal and decliive settlement of the 
dlHiirhlng question of the prtaibi- 
tlon of the sale and manufacture of 
intoxicating liquorii In Tennessee, ws 
favor a submission by the legislature 
at the earileat practical date, to a 
vote of the quallAed voters of the 
Mate, the questions whether or not 
the state conMRution shall be amend 
ed to at to provide for: 

"CoiiHtitutlonal statewide prohibi- 
tion of the sale and manufacture of 
inloxicatltig liquors, or 

"Second — County option, or 

"Third — Oily option In oittes of 
more than IS.OOA popnlatloik, 

"And lu the meantime tbe laxrs 
now on the statute books problbltlng 
the sale and manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors in Tennessee shall be 
enforced in the letter and spirit of 
their enactment; provided. If tb* gen- 
eral asrenibly should In the maantlma 
by enactmenta,' make such changea 
therein as would re-esUibllsh tha 
status quo existing prior to th« en- 
actment by the Plfty-alith general 
awaembly of what are known as tho 
‘statewide bill' and the ‘manufactur- 
era' bill.' In that event that executive 
approval is hereby favored."
